Dr. Copeland Answers 


A Very Interesting Inquiry.

A doctor writes to ask: "\Vhat are 


ihc causes, symptoms <»nd euro of 
high acidity.of tlio urine?"

I started to write these articles I IiajJT 
no' thought- of 'instructing the meSlV 
cal profession and 1 haven't now. My 
correspondent needs no advice, of 
course, but, out of the kindness of, 
his heart, wanted to suggest a useful 
and timely, topic. 
Therefore, not to 


instruct him, but to givo niy readers 
the benefit of this information, i 
shall attempt to answer the questions 
this thoughtful doctor asked. 


In examining- the fluids of the body 


it is customary to find whether tlioy 
are acid, alkaline or neutral like 
water. This test is called tuklng'thn 
"reaction." 
The urine of a person 


who lives on the usual mixed diet oC 
tho humaii family has an acid reac- 
tion. In testing the urine we expect 
to find-it acid, and immediately make 
a lot of inquiries if it isn't. 


The nature and quantity of. the 


food determines its reaction. 
Meat 


has a pronounced effect. Tho more 
me.-it consumed, the more acid i.s tho 
urine. 
Fats, starches, 
like bread, 


riro and othor cereals, sugar and al- 
coholic beverages increase tho acid- 
ity. Most fruits, even the acid fruits 
—lemons, oranges and peaches, for 
instance—produce 
alkaline 
urine, 


but 
a few—such as prunes and 


cranberries—result 
jn 
increased 
acidity. 


There Is a lot of dispute over tha 


effect of exercise on the reaction of 
tho urine. It is conceded that per-! 
sons in perfect health often pass rieu* 
tral or alkaline urine in the morning, 
after'the quiet of the night. Becauso 
of this and for. other reasons, most oE 
tho authorities believe muscular ac-< 
tivity increases the acidity. 
. 


The acid reaction of the urine in 


not due to uric acid: alone. 
It in 


caused .by the presence of half a 
dozen other.acids. <s Anything- increas- 
ing the excretion of any ono or all 
of these acids will tend, of course, t« 
add. to tho acidity of the urine. 
Among such causes is tho action' oC 
the body itself—-tn tho course of its 
growth and repair, acids a.ro contin- 
ually produced. 


Failure of the body to deal nor- 


mally with the food taken will 
crease the acid content o£ the in- 
Certain diseases h.-ivo this 
effect.' 


Where thore is combined heart anil, 
kidney troubJe, Brunt's disease, dia- 
botes or fever of. anr 5,011, increased 
acidity is th,e rule. 


Excessive acidity of the urine'isn't 


a disease. It is one orrthe symptoms 
o£ faulty eating, or of imperfodt,bod- 
ily action. Therefore, we do ntft ex- 
pect to fmd a lot of symptoma Vhion 
may be ascribed to the acidity. AS a 
matter of fact; however, 'fhefe may 
be discomfort irj the '.bladder, fre- 
qurtil urging to urinate and burning 
and smarting afterward.-
